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MRS. HECHT VISITS GERMANY 


s Only a Majolica Tile Left 


From Her Hamburg Home 


By MARGARET STOVALL 
A lavender Majolica tile is the most highly prized 
souvenir that Mrs. Robert Hecht brought with her when 
she returned from Hamburg, Germany, last week. It was 
all that was left of the handsme stone house in the Ger- 
man city that she once called home. The rest was a heap 


of ashes. 

Mrs. Hecht plans to frame the 
tile, once a part of the entrance 
hall, and hang it in her Peach- 
tree Battle Avenue home as a 
sentimental link between the 
past and the present. 

Seven weeks ago Mrs. Hecht 
flew to Hamburg to see the re- 
maining members of her fam- 
ily who live in the charming o!d 
city after an absence of 10 years. 
To her delight and amaze- 
ment she found the heart of the 


city much the same as when 
she saw it last in 1939. Many of 
the public building had, of 
course, been damaged, but the 
courthouse and several of the 
old churches were still intact. 
But the countryside — it was 
heartbreaking! 

Many of the villas and castles 
were gone, and those remaining 
are in the hands of the Russian 
Forty thousand persons in Ham 
burg alone were killed in one 
raid, many of their bodies still 
lying beneath the piles of stone 
and brick. 

“Where have all the surviv- 
ing families who were bombed 
out of their homes taken ref- 
uge?” she inquired. The answer 
was that if a person owns a 
six-room house, he can occupy 
only one room. The others must 
be given over to the homeless. 

Mrs. Hecht found the children 
hale and hearty, happy spirited 
and thriving, despite the ra‘ 
ages of war. The German people 
were busy at their job of re 
building the city and, undaunt 
ed, were looking forward to bet 
ter days, despite their meage! 
existence, Practically everything 
is still rationed. 

Little travel is done by the 
Germans, except on business. In 
the better restaurants a good 
dinner for three would come to 
something like $5 in American 
money, which sounds rather 
reasonable to us, but to the Ger- 
mans it is exhorbitant, with the 
rate of exchange being three 
marks and 30 pennies to the dol- 
lar. A cup of coffee costs $1; 
bought by the pound, it is $3 

One of Mrs. Hecht’s most en 
Joyable experjences was the 
visit with her old friend, Prin- 
cess Alexandria, of Prussia, a 
gifted artist and wife of the late 
Prince August Wilhelm, third 
son of Kaiser Wilhelm. 


Princess Alexandria, who 
before the war lived in a 
castle outside of Hamburg. 
now resides with her brother 
and sister, the Duke and 


Duchess of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein, in a quaint little stone 
cottage on the German coast 
which was formerly occupied 
by a forrester. The family was 
bombed out of the castle and 
lost practically everything ex- 
cept a few pieces of scattered 
furniture. 


The Princess is well known in 
Atlanta for she has visited the 
Hechts on several occasions, and 
has exhibited her paintings at 
the High Museum of Art. Mrs 
Hecht hopes to bring her back 
at some time in the near future 
for another visit and exhibit. 

On her homeward journey, 
the Atlantan boarded the Sa 
bena Air Liner, in Hamburg at 
7:30 in the evening. arriving 
ussels one and one-halt 
te: Then she changed plane:

Under his care were some of 
the most cunning and ruthless 
criminals, including gang lead- 
ers and hoodlums spawned in a 
lawless period that stood as a 
blot against decency. 

Al Capone, of course, was one 
of Johnston’s most notable 
“guests” at “The Rock.” He 
came to Alcatraz, along with 
many others, from the U.S. Pen- 
itentiary in Atlanta.

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Efforts to “defang” or completely destroy censorship in the 
South, and primarily Atlanta and Memphis, were instituted Fri- 
day by a minor motion-picture producer, who said that censors in 
those cities were “overstepping their police functions.” 

A move of this sort has been brewing for many years in the 
minds of those few in Hollywood who would seek to create strife 
by overstepping the boundaries established in the South with rela- 
tion to the “race issue.” 

The latest move was started by Producer Louis De Roche- 
mont, who solicited the assistance of leaders in the motion- 
picture industry in an effort to “rid our industry of the 
perils of despotism and local censorship boards.” 

De Rochemont said he had been advised that “expression 
through motion pictures, although not specifically mentioned, is 
covered by the Bill of Rights and that the Supreme Court will so 
rule if it gets opportunity.”

What Mr. De Rochemont possibly has overlooked is the fact 
that many of the motion-pictur@ operators—and some of them very 
influential and powerful theater operators—in the South sympa- 
thize with the views of the censors in Atlanta and Memphis in 
relation to pictures with “race” topics.

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Sales, Income 
Tax Favored 
By Minority | 


By M. L. ST. JOHN 
A recommendation for a combi- 
nation sales tax and increased indl- 
vidual income tax will come from 
the State Tax Revision Committee 
in December. The recommendation 
may be a minority, rather than ma- 
jority report, however. 

This was learned yesterday, as 
members of the committee—hav- 
ing heard much testimony from 
experts—began forming their own 
opinions about revamping Geor- 
gia’s tax system. 

The full committee will con- 
duct public hearings in September 
before beginning to draft recom- 
mendations for submission to the 
Legislature. The recommendations 
must be completed by Dec. 1 so 
the General Assembly can act on 
them at the 26-day hold-over ses- 
sion in January. 

The House passed a combination 
3 percent retail sales tax and in- 
creased income tax in 1947. The 
Senate killed it during the contro- 
versy over the two Governors. 
When Gov. Talmadge called a 
special tax session recentiv, the 
sales tax was given test votes in 
both houses. Proponents announced 
they would try again in January. 

Several members of the Tax 
Revision Committee have ex- 
pressed favor of a combination 
Sales and income tax as a new 
base of taxation. Many doubt that 
the Committee will make such a 
recommendation, however, since 
next year is a political year and 
some of the Committee 
will be involved in political cam- 
paigns. Gov. Talmadge, who is 
pledged against the sales tax, is 
chairman of the Committee. Legis- 
lative leaders are among the mem- 
bers. The people will elect a Gov- 
ernor and Legislature next year. 

The sales tax has gained in popu- 
larity among the Legislators and 
State political leaders in recent 
months, however. 

Attv. Gen. Eugene Cook, a po- 
tential candidate for 
left the door open for support of 
the sales tax in a speech last week. 
Heretofore, Cook has urged tax 
revision as a means of financing 
expanded State services. Address- 
ing an educational rally in Troup 
County, Cook said the Minimum 
Foundation Program must be fl- 
nanced even if it means addifional 
taxation. Friends of Cook said this 
“additional taxation” could mean 
a Sales tax. 

In the meantime, Sec. William 
Lester of the Tax Revision Com- 
mittee, issued a pamplet, “State 
Tax Comments,” reporting that the 
suggestions received show that the 
people of Georgia are enthusiastic 
for tax revision. There is, of 
course, a wide diversity of opin- 
ions as to what should be taxed. 
But all agree that something must 
be done with the present antiqua- 
ted system of taxation.

Talmadge Is Purging 
Council of Georgians 


By ALBERT RILEY 
Although Gov. Talmadge failed in an effort to have the 
Legislature abolish the Georgia Citizens’ Council last Janu- 
ary, he gradually is eliminating widely known Georgians 


from its membership. 

With appointees of his own, he 
is revising the membership of the 
Council some of his leaders termed 
a “useless board” in the January 
Session, 

Since becoming Governor, Tal- 
madge has replaced eight of the 
Council’s 24 members, all of whom 
were appointed under Arnall and 
Thompson Administrations. 

Four of Talmadge’s appoint- 
ments were to fill vacancies that 
Occurred when the terms of four 
members expired. The four other 
appointments were outright re 
placements of Council members 
whose terms had not expired. 

In most instances the new ap- 
pointees have not been as widely 
known in Georgia as the members 
they succeeded. 

The terms of three additional! 
members have expired, which wiil 
give the Governor an opportunity 
to either re-appoint or replace 
them. However, in view of Tal- 
madge’s action in replack % four 
members whose terms h@# not ex- 
pired, it is awparent thafff.e could 
replace the @ntire memWership if 
he so desired. 

Although the law 
Council under the Arnall Admin- 
istration in 1945 provided for ap- 
pointment of members for stag- 
gered terms of from one to four 
years, the Governor has the legal 
rignt replace those appointees 
whose names were not submitted 
to the Senate for rmation.

OULD a man tell all the world his secret— 

and yet have no one know it? 

A strange fancy, that—and yet memorv 
compelled the poet’s pen as it flowed across the 
paper, and the words tumbled from his mind: 

Strange fits of passion have I known: 
And I will dare to tell, 

But in the Lover’s ear alone, 

What once to me befell. 

She stood before him, in fancy, as he wrote 
—his beloved Annette, that “phantom of de- 
light,”” she who was “fair as a star. when only 
one is shining in the sky.” 

The poet wrote on—England’s austere, al- 
most glacial ascetic, William Wordsworth, whose 
name for more than a hundred years. was to be 
the very synonym of Victorian propriety. 


[It was the first of his famous poems to 
“Lucy,” some of the tenderest verses in the 
English language: The tale of his secret love 
for the French girl who bore him his onlv 
daughter. ; 

Certainly his wife, the plain, intellectual 


Mary Hutchinson, with whom he lived contented- 
ly for almost 50 years, knew the secret behind 
the poems. So did his sister, Dorothy, and a 
few friends to whom she wrote. : 

The world, however, did not know the secret 
for more than a century; and even today, as 
the centennial of Wordsworth’s death on April 23, 
1850, approaches, scholars are still trying to fill 
in the full story of that love. 

The world for generations did not suspect 
the truth, being misled by the legend of Words- 
worth’s reputation as a remote, irreproachable 
Victorian; a legend carefully maintained by 
family and friends. 

Wordsworth was born, in 1770, in a cultured,

meet; until he was forced to return to England 
at the end of 1792. His family, too, was outraged 
by his revolutionary activities, and withheld his 
allowance. Shortly after he left, Caroline was 
born, on Dec. 15, 1792. Her birth certificate in 
the Orleans archives records her as the daughter 
of “William Wordswodsth'’—(the French at the 
time had difficulty spelling English names) 
and Anne Marie Vallon. 

Wordsworth, from. his home in England, 
acknowledged Caroline as his daughter, in an 
affidavit bearing his signature. 

The following February, France and England 
were at war; and until the Peace of Amiens in 
March, 1802, Wordsworth was unable to return 
to France, to Annette and their daughter. 


N THOSE years of enforced separation, Words- 

worth met Mary Hutchinson, and decided to 
marry her. In 1802, he and his sister, Dorothy, 
went to Calais, where they met Annette and 
Caroline—-a meeting he recalled in another poem, 
to his daughter, to whom he referred as: 

“Dear child, dear girl, that walkest with me 
here.” 

Why the meeting was arranged—what was 
said—-may never be known. Yet Mary Hutchin- 
son may have known of it, for 14 years later 
she herself was to meet Annette and Caroline, 
apparently on the most friendly terms. 

England and France were at war again from 
1803 to 1814. In the latter year, Caroline planned 
to marry a certain M, Baudoin (the name is 
spelled in various ways), and asked her aunt, 
Dorothy, to come to Paris for the ceremony. 
Dorothy replied that the journey was something 
“we can ill afford, and the money would be 
better spent in augmenting my niece's wedding 
portion.” 

The Wordsworths were not present when 
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It was Georgina who maraged the Dickens 
home, and served as Dickens’ intellectual com- 
panion. But it was not to Georgina that Dickens 
turned when he tired of Catharine, but to Ella 
Ternan. | 

Ella Ternan bore him a son, who died. Later, 


after Dickens’ death, she married a clergyman, 
and quietly passed from the public attention, 
A STRANGE parallel -in some respects to the 

romance of Charles Dickens was that of 
the poet, Percy Bysshe Shelley. 

He, too, married one sister—and found his 
life and home dominated by the other. He, too, 
abandoned his wife for another woman—with 
more tragic results. 

Young Shelley, at first interested in chem- 
istry and science, had been expelled from Uni- 
versity College, Oxford, for the publication of a 
pamphlet, “The Necessity of Atheism.’ His 
father first demanded that he return to Oxford, 
apologize for his pamphlet, and withdraw it. 
When the young man refused, his father dis- 
owned him, 

Shelley's sisters, Mary and Helen, took his 
part-—and made secret contributions to him out 
of their allowances. The messenger who took 
these sums to Shelley was Harriett Westbrook 

and it was not long before the poet and Har- 
riet were in love, 

Toward the end of August, 1811, Shelley and 
Harriet eloped to Edinburgh, where they were 
married. Before long, Harriet sent for her sister, 
Eliza, to come and live with them. Harriet adored 
her sister—-but Shelley, unlike Dickens, hated 
his sister-in-law. In a letter to a friend in 1814, 
he wrote: 

“Eliza is still with us. I certainly hate her 
with all my heart and soul...I sometimes feel 
faint with the fatigue of checking the overflow-

conservative family—and the family tradition 
was carried on by his brother, who became 
Master of Trinity College; and his nephew, 
Christopher Wordsworth, Bishop of Lincoln. 

The latter wrote Wordworth’s “official” bi- 
ography—and he carefully culled from the poet's 
life story all mention of “Annette,” and of her 
daughter. The friendly family conspiracy kept 
the secret well; and readers saw only a poet’s 
fancy in the “Lucy” poems—even the poignant 
lines upon her death: 

She lived unknown, and few could know 

When Lucy ceased to be; 

2ut she is in her grave, and, oh, 
The difference to me! 


OT until Prof. G. M. Harper of Princeton Uni- 
versity came upon the ‘first clues did the 
secret begin to unfold. He found references to 
Wordsworth’s daughter, Caroline, in a collec- 
tion of unpublished letters from Dorothy W ords- 
worth, the poet’s sister, in the British Museum. 

Dorothy had written freely to friends of the 
sirl. Caroline. She referred to Caroline as “My 
Niece.” and said that she “resembles her father 
most strikingly.” zie 

Painstaking research revealed that Caroline’s 
mother was Anne Marie Vallon—Wordsworth's 
beloved Annette. Wordsworth met her in 1791, 
while he was staying in Orleans, France. 

France at the time was torn by the revolu- 
tion. which had started in 1789. The young poet 
sympathized with the Republicans- but An- 
nette’s family were ardent royalists. 

How Annette and Wordsworth met, no one 
knows. But it is clear that her father, a sur- 
geon; and her uncle, a_ notary, were bitterly 
opposed to the young Englishman, who was 
associated with a group who were, in the eyes 
of the Vallons., little more than murderers. : 

Once a cousin of Annette’s, a girl of 16, 
straved by error into a meeting of revolution- 
aires and. to her horror, heard member after 
member denounce by name the “enemies of the 
revolution” scheduled for execution. The story 
of what she saw and heard confirmed parental 
opposition to the English poet. | 

Yet Wordsworth and Annette continued to 
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Caroline was married Feb. 20, 1816, in Paris. 
Caroline gave her name in the marriage certifi- 
cate, still in the Paris archives, as “Anne Caro- 
line Wordsworth, daughter of William Words- 
worth.” The certificate records that Wordsworth 
“gave his consent in an affidavit dated 17 Octo- 
ber last and duly registered.” 

‘here is one more incident in the story 
perhaps the strangest of all. For, in October of 
that year, Wordsworth, his sister, and his wife 
all went to Paris, where they lodged for a time 
in the Rue Charlot, the street in which Caroline, 
her nusband, and her mother lived. 

They all met frequently, and seemed to be 
on friendly terms. But, though Wordsworth was 
to live for 34 more years, there is no evidence 
that he ever again saw Annette or Caroline. 


IFFERENT, in many respects, was the story 

of Charles Dickens, among the greatest of 
English novelists. Where Wordsworth put aside 
the love of his youth to live out his life with his 
rather plain wife, Dickens almost literally turned 
his wife out of their home, with an allowance 
of $3,000 a year, to give his attention to Ella 
Ternan, the actress. 

Again, as in the case of Wordsworth, at- 
tempts were made by his friends and associates 
to erase that phase of his life. The Victorian 
world, at the time of his death in 1870, honored 
Dickens for the virtues he portrayed in his 
novels—the love of children, reverence for 
women, and deep loyalty to the home. 

After his death, his loyal friend, John Forster, 
wrote what was accepted for years as Dickens’ 
authoritative biography—-an expurgated account 
of his life in keeping with Victorian standards. 

Only in years, following the publica- 
tion in 1939 of Dickens’ amazingly frank letters, 
had a complete and truthful picture of his life 
been given to the world. 

His wife, Catharine, mother of ten children,

Perhaps Harriet might have saved her home 
~-and her life—by parting with her sister. But 
she did not, and before long Shelley and Harriet 
were separated. 

During the separation, he met Mary Godwin. 
There were tales—denied by many—-that Harriet 
Shelley was unfaithful to her husband. How- 
ever that may have been, Shelley and Mary 
Godwin went to Switzerland together. 


HELLEY wrote Harriet, asking first if she 

would come to live with him and Mary as a 
“sister of my soul,” and later if she would ad- 
vance him $120. 

Harriet did neither. On Nov. 10, 1816, she 
committed suicide by drowning. 

The poet and Mary were married, and she 
was a devoted wife. But he could never wipe 
the memory of Harriet-—nor his feeling of guilt 

from his mind. Once, while walking with a 
friend, he fell into a gloomy silence, for which 
he apologized the next day. 

“You must have thought me very unreason- 
able yesterday evening,” Shelley said. 

“Tl did,” the friend replied. 

“Then,” the poet said, “I will tell you what 
I would not tell anyone else. I was thinking of 
Harriet.” 

Not always, however, did men of genius 
abandon one woman for another. Sometimes— 
as in the case of the great musician, Chopin-—— 
it worked the other way. 

For years George Sand, a woman of intense 
egotism, dominated, bullied, mothered and 
nursed him—and then left him. For a time he 
was in despair. But another woman, the Countess 
Delphine Potocka, it is revealed in letters dis- 
covered not long ago in Warsaw, came to save 
him from himself. 

She established him in Paris at a time when 
he was almost penniless—-it was at her Paris 
salon that he played and won new triumphs; 
and there is a legend that she comforted him 
by playing music for him as he lay on his 
deathbed.

HEN Urban Ernst from over near 
Brookville (Ohio) came courting Eliza- 
beth Cook she dressed in her Sunday best 
and tried with all her might to please him. 

Elizabeth was a neighboring farmer's daugh- 
ter. For her, future happiness meant being a 
farmer's wife. 

The young couple was married late in the 
fall of 1905, when Elizabeth was 21 and 
Urban 23. 

Handling the housework, gardening and 
chicken raising was simple for this country 
bride. On occasion she might even pitch in and 
do the milking and other chores when her hus- 
band was too busy plowing or harvesting to 
attend to those jobs himself. 

As the years went by, the couple was blessed 
with eight children, who were brought up to 
respect their parents and worship at the village 
church, 

Long after those children were grown—when 
great unhappiness came to Elizabeth Ernst— 
those who knew her well agreed that she had 
been a good mother and a good housekeeper. 

She upheld her husband late in the 1920s 
when, after a serious quarrel with her father, 
Urban decided to sell the Ohio farm and move 
away. 

The Ernsts bought a new place in Alabama, 
It probably didn’t make too much difference to 
Elizabeth in which state she scrubbed and baked 
and did the washing. 

For 10 more years, until 1939, she went on 
administering to the comforts of her family and 
apparently got a great deal of happiness out of 
her simple way of life. 

One day. however, suspicions began haunting 
Elizabeth Ernst — suspicions that her husband 
was “betraying” her. Suspicions that were com- 
pletely unfounded, her husband said. 

She wanted to move away from Alabama 
and return to Brookville where she had married 
children she could visit occasionally. The Ernsts 
sold the farm, divided the proceeds evenly, and 
came back to Ohio together. 

Urban Ernst was 57 by that time and didn’t 
go back to farming. He worked first in a green- 
house, then in a coal yard, and finally he took a 
job in the laundry of Miami Valley Hospital in 
Dayton, Ohio. 

This made it necessary for him to rent a 
room in Dayton, but Urban Ernst’s wife re- 
mained in Brookville, 19 miles away, with a 
married daughter. He visited her now and then. 

It was in September, 1945, when Mrs. Ernst 
became suspicious Of her husband again, she said 
recently. She complained that he was unat- 
tentive. * 

Acting on her suspicions, she explained, she 
followed him one day. She saw him meet a 
woman in a Dayton bus station. 

That woman, according to Elizabeth Ernst, 
was Mrs. Ada Wise, widow of a farmer from 
near Greenville. Ohio. She found out where 
Mrs. Wise lived in Dayton.

Twenty days later, Mrs. Ernst said in a recent 
court complaint, she went to Mrs. Wise’s home 
and looked in the window. 

She declared that she saw her husband and 
Mrs. Wise sitting on the davenport. 

They were hugging and kissing, she said. 

Elizabeth Ernst hired a detective who learned 
that Mrs. Wise also worked in the Miami Valley 
Hospital laundry. He reported seeing Ernst and 
Mrs. Wise on numerous occasions going to the 
movies and to dinner. He also saw Ernst go to 
Mrs. Wise’s home, -he said. 

Early in 1946 Mrs. Ernst filed a plea for 
separate maintenance in the Common Pleas 
Court of Montgomery County. She charged 
“gross neglect of duty,” and was awarded the 
sum of $10 a week. 

By the fall of 1947, however, she had decided 
to take further steps. In a preliminary attempt 
at conciliation, Mrs. Ernst’s lawyer called a 
conference of all parties concerned. 

Before the meeting was over Ada Wise had 
signed a contract in which she agreed that if 
Elizabeth Ernst would no* file suit for alienation 
of affections or damage of any nature against 
her, she would never see, or be in the presence 
of, Urban Ernst again. 

If she broke this agreement, the contract 
stipulated, she was to pay Elizabeth Ernst $5,000 
damages “for having seen and accompanied 
Urban Ernst during the past several years.” 

Elizabeth Ernst was back in Common Pleas 
Court again last May with a $10,000 suit for 
damages, claiming that Mrs. Wise had broken 
her contract. 

The first-legal breach occurred on March 22, 
1949, according to the testimony of detectives 
who saw Ada Wise and Urban Ernst on a bench 
in Woodland Park Cemetery in Dayton. 

“They go there frequently and look at the 
duck pond and sit on the bench and walk 
around,” one of the witnesses said. There were 
embraces, too, he said. 

The detective reported seeing Urban Ernst 
entering Mrs. Wise’s home several times since 
the signing of the contract. 

Faced with this testimony Mr. Ernst said he 
had gone there to collect a box of clothing he 
had left in the basement, not having any place 
to store it. at his rooming house, 

On other occasions his purpose had been to 
mow the lawn, he said. 

Mrs. Wise did not contest Elizabeth Ernst’s 
suit against her, and the judge’s verdict was 
an award of $5,000, the sum originally men- 
tioned in the contract, for damages. 

After the trial the 59-vear-old Widow Wise 
had nothing to say, but Elizabeth Ernst wanted 
something more than the money the judge 
awarded her: She wanted her. husband back. 
For her, 44 years of marriage couldn't be lightly 
tossed aside just because their life together 
had its troubles. : 

When she became a bride in 1905, she 
believed the words, “Whom God hath joined let 
no man put asunder.”

Because of Her 
impudent Courage the Indians 
Let Her Live. 


Terror and Misery Awaited the 
Four Girls After Indians Massacred 
Five Others of Their Family

HEY had been four years on the road from 

Fannin County, Ga., to Colorado. Not travel- 

ing all the time, of course, because John 
Germon had been forced to STOP, NOW and then, 
to earn money to feed himself, his wife, Lydia, 
and their seven children.. 

Twice they had halted their journey for more 
than a year—and.they might have settled in 
safety, on those occasions, had not John Ger- 
man heard that the climate of the high, new 
land at the foot of the Rocky Mountains was 
the healthiest in the West. 

By the early fall of 1874 the travelers had 
reached Kansas. Drought forced them to aban- 
don the route of the Union Pacific Railroad 
with its scattered settlements—and to follow 
the old stagecoach track. For days on end they 
saw no Villages, no human beings. 

John German was becoming increasingly 
nervous. There was a frightening quality in the 
loneliness of the uninhabited stretch of prairie 
for a man used to the settied communities of 
the Southeast. There were rumors, too, of an 
Indian revolt in Texas and what was later to 
become New Mexico. 

On September 10, the German family met 
two men who gave them cheering news. If they 
pressed on, the men said, they'd reach the safety 
of Ft. Wallace on the following day. 

The family broke camp early on the morning 
of.the llth. John German walked ahead, his 
mu7zle-loading rifle in his hands. Behind him 
came their covered wagon, drawn by oxen. Jane, 
his daughter, 20 years old, was driving. In the 
wagon his wife, Lydia, rode with Julia, 7, and 
Addie, 5. Stephen, 18, and Catherine, 17, were 
herding the family’s two cows and their calves 
behind the wagon-—-and Joanna, 15, and Sophia, 
12, trudged along behind them. 

An antelope crossed the track ahead of 
them, and Stephen started after it, with his gun. 
“We'll have fresh meat tonight,” he cried. 

Before he could shoot, the family heard sud- 
den war whoops from a ravine just ahead and 
to one side of the wagon. 

A band of about 20 Indians charged into the 
open on their ftleet-footed ponies, (One galloped 
toward the wagon. Jane tried to fight him off 
with her hands—-and was shot. John turned at 
the sound, but before he could raise his gun, a 
bullet killed him. Lydia screamed, tried to claw 
her way out of the wagon. 

“I've got to go to your father!” she cried. 
She was tomahawked, Stephen tried to take 
cover behind a rise and shoot at the Indians— 
but he, too, was killed. Joanna was shot and 
scalped——and Catherine felt an arrow pierce 
her hip. 

Addie burst into terrified wailing, and a 
yelling buck aimed his rifle at her. Before he

could shoot, another Indian snatched the girl 
into his arms. : 

As suddenly as it had begun, the massacre 
was over. Julia, Addie, Sophia and Catherine 
only remained alive. One of the Indians roughly 
yanked the arrow from Catherine’s hip. 

The girls were placed behind Indian riders 
on barebacked ponies, and the raiders raced 
away from the scene of the massacre, near 
what is now Monument Station, Kansas. 

Cold, rain, and hunger added to the miseries 
of the girls. Their bodies were bruised and 
tortured by the rough ride on the !ndian ponies. 

They could eat nothing for the first two days. 
The Indians seared their meat, leaving it raw 
inside, and the girls could not bring themselves 
to taste it. 

Two weeks later, the Indians learned that 
United States troops were near. Julia and Addie, 
the youngest, were left to die on the prairie, so 
that their captors could make better speed in 
their flight. Catherine and Sophia were carried 
away-——because the Indians thought they might 
make good brides. 

Julia and Addie did not die. 
they wandered over the wolf-infested prairie. 
They found scraps of corn and crackers where 
troops once had camped. They ate grass, roots 


and bark—and at night covered themseives 
with leaves to keep warm, until, early in Novem- 
ber, they were captured by Chevennes. 

Sophia and Catherine, meanwhile, had been 


carried back to the cold, wintry 
Texas and New Mexico. Once, during the night 
Sophia saw an Indian aim a rif] | 
pull the trigger—-but the gun missed fire. 

“T know I shall be killed,’’ she told Catherine 
the next morning. 

The Indians tried to make Catherine marry 
an Indian boy, and, when she refused, they 
threw her into an icy creek to droyeasShe swath 
to the opposite bank~Rerhars because of her 
impudent courage, they let her live. 

Once, at the end of six weeks, Sophia saw 
Julia and Addie, and missed being rescued by 
the narrowest of margins. She and her captors 
had just left the camp where the younger girls 
were held, when troops under Lt.- Frank D. 
Baldwin charged in, routed the Indians, and 
rescued Julia and Addie. The army had been 
hunting for them since September, when a 
scouting party found the bodies of the mas- 
sacred German family and, in a diary, the 
names of the missing girls. 

The search for Sophia and Catherine was 
continued with renewed hope. Friendly Indians 
finally located them, and they were ransomed 
March 2, 1875. 

Sophia died, in her 87th year, in Richardson 
County, Neb., in May, 1949. Catherine and 
Addie had died earlier—but Julia—now Mrs. 
Julia German Brooks, still lived, as this story 
was written, in Santa Ana, Calif. She 1s the 
lone survivor of an historic adventure and a 
living reminder of the high coutage that finally 
tamed the Wild West.

HE eighth race at Belmont was over and 
in the dust and sunlight outside the spacious 
Long Island.oval the bulldoggers were ped- 

dling their familiar pink sheets. 

_At the railroad entrances and in the bedlam 
of the parking jots, they were shoving the days 
racing selections into the hands of the Nomego- 
ing thousands or pushing them through the Vv 
dows of automobiles. 

It was a Thursday 
weeks ago, and, according to this particular 
bulldog (sheet of racing selections distributed 
after the races have been run, generally. con- 
taining five or more winners), it had been an- 
other great day for Longshot Bowers. 

Once again, the wizard of the turf was out 
ahead of the newspapers with five winners in 
the first six races, including a fat $163.30 daily 
double. 

The pink sheet boasted the first four winners, 
at payoffs ranging from $16.90 to $19 for each 
$2 bet: a second in the fifth race, another winner 
in the sixth and then a pair of losers in the 
seventh and eighth. 

This would all have been pretty wonderful 

everybody could have got rich (Longshot 
Jowers included)—if the magic sheet had only 
been available at the track before the races. 

But then there was tomorrow. Bowers had 
several longshots for Friday. It was printed 
right on the sheet-—-a promise of five or six 
winners at least. 

They could be bought only at his office near 
Pennsylvania Station in New York City in the 
morning and the price for the guaranteed wind- 
fall was only $2 a selection. 

The néxt day, Mr. Longshot Bowers was 
open for business as advertised. Pictures of 
famous race horses adorned the walls of his 
waiting room. A girl sat at a desk behind a rail. 

“He'll see you in a minute,” she Said. 

Presently a timid little man came out and 
the caller was admitted to the inner office 
Longshot Bowers was a glossy man. He was 
dark and stocky. He wore good clothes and a 
businesslike air. 

He talked rapidly. 
here,” he said.

“This fs your first time

He dropped half a pink sheet and two long 
pink envelopes on the desk. 

The visitor protested. “I’m only a little $2 
bettor,”” he said. “I can’t possibly pay that kind 
of money for tips. I came here to buy your $2 
selections,” 


ONGSHOT wouldn’t hear of it. “You don’t 

have to go to the track at all,” he pattered. 
“You've got six or seven winners nere. You 
only need $10 to play.” 

He picked up a sheaf of pink sheets and rif- 
fled them. ‘Look,’ -he continued, “five or six 
winners every day. A daily double. Another 
double and still another. We pay thousands 
of dollars for this information.” 

The sheets were there and the Winners, all 
clamped together and going back several days. 
The caller wondered why Longshot wasn't a 
millionaire. : 

Finally, Bowers pulled out his watch and 
said, “Oh, all right. It’s getting late. I have to 
leave. I'll give you the four selections for noth- 
ing and the specials for. $40. You've got seven 
winners, I tell vou.” 

The caller paid the $40. “You've got some 
sure things there, some good longshots,” said 
Bowers, “You know we have a reputation. We 
have been in business for years.”’ 

At the track that afternoon, Longshot’s first 
race selection, County Judge, was the favorite 
at 3.10 to 1—-and ran sixth. Flash of Light, his 
horse in the second race, was also the favorite, 
at 2.20 to 1, and finished third. 

In the third race, his advice was to play 
Crayon to win only. Crayon went off at 2.95 tol 
and was second, 

Ruling Time, in the fourth, was one of the 
$40 specials from the pink envelopes. The horse, 
a 4 to 1 second choice, came in a distant sixth, 
Light Upon, his selection in the fifth, was again 
the favorite at 1.85 to 1 and was fifth.

But as the crowd streamed from the exits, 
the bulldoggers were passing out their sheets as 
usual. Only this time they were white instead 
of pink and the name on top was Bill Land, 
the Longshot King, instead of Bowers. 

Everything else was the same as on Thurs- 
day. -Longshot Land the white sheets said 
—had five winners, many of them at fancy 
prices, including the customary daily double. He 
was going to have another big winning day on 
Saturday, with many longshMots. His selections 
were sold only at his office near Pennsylvania 
Station and the price was $2 a horse. 

Where were these selections before the races 
on Friday? Where indeed? 

The bulldoggers are an old institution. Op- 
erators like Bowers and Land and their printed 
or mimeographed selection sheets have heen with 
us a long time. Bowers says he has been picking 
them right for more than 2 

They have managed to stay in business at 
many tracks, notwithstanding the complaints of 
the public and the complete understanding o 
their methods by police and racing officials. 

The Pinkerton track detectives have always 
kept them out of bounds, but the local police 
have rarely, if ever, been able to make out a 
case against them. 

Yet not so long ago, the Pinkerton detec- 
tives found two mimeograph machines 1 
run off winning “selections” for di 
after the races in a barber shop near New 
york's Aqueduct race track. 

As the sharper folk at the tracks know, 
many bulldoggers run off their winners on mim- 
eograph machines set up buildings or auto-

The general practice is to list five winners 
and a loser and then guess at the last two 
races. The sheets are prepared in advance 
except for the horses’ names-—and the finished 
product can be run off in a few minutes. 


HE ink on the sheets is just about dry in time 
to be distributed after the eighth race. 
Perhaps the mimeographers are a little 

faster than their printing press competitors. On 
a recent Saturday, at New York’s Jamaica track, 
Longshot Land posted all eight winners on his 
mimeographed white paper whereas Longshot 
Bowers’ printed pink sheet had only the first four. 

Each had Fugit, $6.50, in the first and Home 
Free, $33.20, in the second—and naturally the 
daily double, this time a moderate $90.10. They 
had Dime, $26.50, in the third and Bubbins, 
$85.70, in the fourth. 

fter that, Bowers missed three in a row 
(one more than usual) and called his eighth 
race selection a confidential release, without 
naming the horse. 

But Longshot Land continued on his merry, 
all-perfect way. In order, he had Tea-Maker, 
$13.60, in the fifth: Palestinian, $4.50. in the 
sixth and Escador, $9.40, and Profano, $7.40, in 
the seventh and eighth. 

Of course, Bowers might well have been 
content to “win” the first four and call it a day. 
The long ones, Home Free and Dime, and the 
$85 Bubbins—-they were enough jewels for any 
selector’s crown.

A local 
law is being introduced in the New York City 
Council calling for the licensing of all handicap- 
pers who sell their selections outside the track. 


HE measure, already a law in some places. 

would compel selectors to file their choices 
before the races and stand by them. Distribution 
of other selections after the races would be a 
Violation punishable by loss of license. 

The impending law has the support of the 
handicappers who hawk their selections at track 
entrances before the races. Lawtown Stenerson, 
who has operated for many years as Clocker 
Lawton, said he’d gladly pay a $5,000 license fee. 

The Clocker complained that the bulldoggers

have Hurt the business 
and reputation of the so- 
called legitimate handi- 
cappers like himself, who 
offer their selections out- 
side the tracks before 
the races and stand by 
them afterwards. 
‘Handicappers who 
rive the public a fair 
shake have nothing to 
fear from this legisla- 
tion,” said Joseph T.

One track where the bulldoggers have been 
put out of business by such a licensittg law is 
Monmouth Park, at Oceanport, N. J. The license 
fee there is $1,000 for the season and no bull- 
dogging has even been attempted. 
The card sellers are not allowed on the track, 
said dne Monmouth official, and they must file 
their selections with the chief of police by noon. 
If they make any changes later, they forfeit 
their $1,000 and are ruled off for good. 
Oceanport and Monmouth officials feel that 
there are too many gullible racegoers for the 
track to tolerate the bulldoggvers. 
In Florida, the horse selectors are not licensed, 
but are required to file their lists with the Rac- 
ing Commission by noon of each racing day. 
But there is bulldogging. 
At Hialeah, the sheets come out so fast ob- 
servers say there must be printing presses in 
the bushes. 
In New England, racing selections are sold 
on the grounds and must be filed with track 
officials in advance of the day’s program. 
But-race followers, according to Larry Lane, 
secretary of the Massachusetts Racing Commis- 
sion, are still paying thousands for sure thing 
information from snidoth-talking touts with of- 
fices in the various cities,

OMETIMES, he said, these operators have 
three or more offices in a single city—with 
each one offering a different horse in the same 
race and charging as high as $100 for the 
day's special. 

“We have found by our investigations,” he 
continued, “that these are the people who dis- 
tribute cards after the races, claiming they 
have had most of the winners, They use 
these phony cards as sucker bait.” 

The Massachusetts commission has stead- 
fastly maintained that if it had control of 
these selectors and their salesmen it could 
save the public many thousands of dollars,

At Suffolk Downs, near Boston, and Nar- 
ragansett, in Rhode Island, selectors are allowed 
to peddle their cards on the grounds under strict 
regulation. 

“We insist that the track be furnished copies 
of all cards that are sold on the grounds,” said 
Frank Ryan, vice-president of Suffolk. 

“The owners of the cards know they will be 
banned if they do anythifg wrong.” 
silly Ames, publicity director at Narragan- 
sett, said the same rules are in force at the 
Rhode Island course and that no false cards are 
issued after the races. 

But this only holds for cards sold on the 
tracks. The bulldoggers work outside. 

As in some other places, New England racing 
authorities feel that a licensing law would put 
the away-from-the-track tipsters out of circula- 
tion. The Massachusetts commission believes a 
modest fee would be sufficient for the purpose. 
In Chicago, once a bulldogger’s paradise, it 
is claimed the last one has finally been driven 
to the wall. 

There is no licensing of handicappers and 
the explanation is that bulldogging has just 
played itself out.

Dr. Wertham had 
stated, some four months before it happened, 
that Robert Irwin, a patient suffering from 
a mental malady, should not be allowed 
to go about freely until he was cured, 
This patient, he said, was a potential 
murderer. 

It was Robert Irwin who killed the 
three persons in the Gedeon apartment. 

Irwin was a sculptor and zealot, whe 
had once attempted to mutilate himself 
with a razor. Having failed in the attempi 
he had gone to Bellevue Hospital for sur- 
gical treatment. He was sent to Dr. Wer- 
tham, then head of Bellevue Mental Hy- 
viene Clinic. 


Irwin was found to suffer from a

Catathvmie condition is one of very 
high emotional stress, comparable to high 
temperature in some infectious fevers, In 
this mental state the patient is afraid of losing 
his reason. and tries to relieve his emotional 
high pressure by committing suicide, homicide, 
arson. self-mutilation or. some, other violence. 

Psychiatrie treatment discharges the pent-up 
emotional energy without harm to the patient or 
to anybody else.

gut what was that to Mary Garden? 
could not destroy her greatness; could not rob 
her of the 30 tempestuous years—-and more 
in which she stormed to repeated operatic tri- 
umphs in Europe and America. 

Mary had words to hur! back at her critics; 
words such as those she used the night two 
burros brayed backstage as she sang Carmen in 
Chicago. 

“They did not disturb me,” she said. ‘There 
have always been jackasses in grand opera.” 

She could be as flaming and temperamental 
as a Latin: but at heart she was as canny and 
level-headed as a‘’Scot—and a Scot, indeed, she 
was, born Feb. 20, 1877, in Aberdeen. 

When she six, her parents moved to 
America, first to Chicopee, Mass.; then to Hart- 
ford, Conn.; and:finally to Chicago, where Mary 
did most of her growing up, She was interested 
in music from her earliest days, and began to 
study the violin and piano at six. At 12, she 
played the violin in a cencert, and at 16 she 
took part in an amateur performance of Gilbert 
and Sullivan’s “Trial by Jury.” 

Influential Chicayoans were impressed Dy 
her voice; and in 1896 sent her to Paris to study. 
Four years of hard work followed—-to be capped 
by a quarrel with her sponsors,. Busybodies 
brought word back to Chicago that Mary was 
having far too good a time in Paris. Mary's 
allowance was- cut off. 

She was sitting dejectedly on a park bench in 
aris, wondering what to do, when Sybil Sander- 
son, famous American soprano, saw her. Having 
already met her at a party, Sybil said: 

“My dear, we're going to the Opera Comique, 
and see Albert Carre, the director. After I.talk 
to him, he'll find something for you.” 

Carre listened to Miss Sanderson, and to 
Mary’s voice, and gave her an opening as under- 
study to Mile.

Mary sung “Louise” more than 100 
nights in Paris. She continued to be a 
sensation in that and such other roles as 
‘“‘Melisande,” ‘“‘Thais” and “‘Salome.”’ 

All Paris was at her feet. The King 
of Greece was reputed to have given her 
a $100,000 necklace. King Edward VII 
called on her in her dressing room after 
a performance of ‘“Aphrodite.”’ 

There were other friendships that challenged 
her heart. But the hard heads of her Scots an- 
cestors kept Mary from losing hers.

Yet time and again, Mary recoiled, at 
last moment, from love. 

“Like an accident,” she said, “it can happen 
swiftly, and as swiftly take wings.

There was, in those Paris days, a: Russian 
prince who courted her. 

“He was extremely brilliant and cultured,” 
Mary said. “One could never imagine a romance 
with him coming to an end.” 

But end it did. They were driving, one night, 
in his electric automobile. The chauffeur stopped 
suddeniy--and the prince was thrown forward, 
sprawling on the floor, 

“He was dumped there like a ridiculous doll, 
this lord of creation,” she said. “I looked down 
on him there, and I never looked down or up 
at him again. 

“What had once been like a torrent between 
us, a time-engulfing thing, broke—secretly, ir- 
revo ably,”’ : 

she held love to be “blurred by 
clumsy interpretation, so that it makes 
human beings small and mean. It has 
been defaced by artificial acceptances 
into a slavery and a bondage.” 

Oscar Hammerstein, the older, brought 
her to New York—to his Manhattan 
pera House, which was giving the Met- 
ropolitan a run for money-—in the 
season of 1907.

Whether or not the dance was “shameless,” 
no one could ever apply such a word to Mary 
herself. In her personal life she was never an 
object of criticism. 

In her professional life, she often gave vent 
to her feelings. She disposed of Cavalieri by 
naming a dog after her. When she sang ewith 
Cavalieri’s husband, the tenor, Lucien Muratore, 
she hissed “pig” at him during the performance. 


ARY was invited to sing in Chicago with the 
old Chicago Grand Opera Company in 1910 
and from that time on for more than 20 years, 
she sang first with that company, and later with 
its successor, the Chicago Civic Opera Company. 
She had a keen eye for keeping herself be- 
fore the public; and one of her vehicles for do- 
ing so was “Mona Vanna,” an opera said by 
some to be “shocking.” In the opera, the hero- 
ine, to save her city, goes alone at night to the 
tent of the beleaguering enemy’s general, 

The Chicago Opera Company gave the opera 
on Feb. 17, 1914——but critics found that there 
wasn't anything particularly shocking to it 
except, perhaps, to “those keenly susceptible to 
suggestion.’ Some critics, indeed, found it dull. 

The end of her first decade in Chicagofound 
her named-—-for a season-—director general of 
the opera company; an almost unheard-of thing. 

Mary gave Chicago one of:its most brilliant 
seasons-——and a $1,100,000 deficit. No one in the 
opera company was unwilling to have her resign 
as director when the season was over. 

But Mary stayed on as a singer—and con- 
tinued to make headlines—-through the _ post- 
war ‘20s. 

Her most sprightly sayings burst on the pub- 
lic in early November of each year. That was 
the time Mary would return to America from 
Corsica or the Riviera—-where she caused a buzz 
by swimming and sun-bathing in the nude, 

When her ship landed at New York, the ship- 
news reporters were the first to meet her. There 
were always two questions. How much did she 
weigh, and was she engaged to marry? 

If the reporters forgot to ask them, Mary 
would bring up the questions herself. 

Her weight would fluctuate between 112 and 
120 pounds. And she wasn’t engaged. 


S° THE years rolled on for Mary, the seem- 

ingly eternal: 

1924. “Of course I Swim in the nude, It 
keeps my weight down, and Keeps me fit.”’ 

1926. Mary came back, announcing a new 
opera, “Judith,” which ‘would make Salome 
look like a nursery rhyme.” Gene Tunney was 
“that big, beautiful, blond boy.” 

1927. Jazz, she said, was “like a dog chasing 
a flivver down the street with a tin can tied to 
its tail.” 

1928—-When she retired, Mary said, she 
planned to go to Abyssinia, “live on a mountain 
top, and smoke and:eat until nobody would know 
me,” 

1930—-Mary said she had sworn off nude 
bathing. Too many curious spectators on shore, 
Her hair was no longer red. It was blond. 

1931—-Mary didn’t comment on the report 
that Fanny Ward, the perpetual flapper, had 
given her the secret of eternal youth. She and 


the Chicago Civic Opera Company had agreed 


not to renew her contract. . 
1932-—Mary denounces Samuel Insull, fugi- 

tive utilities magnate. “He destroyed opera in 

Chicago.” ‘ 
1933—-Valuable furniture, books and liquors 

at her Riviera Villa, Beaflieu Sur Mer, were sold 

at auction. Was Mary broke? She didn't say.

N NOVEMBER, 1939, Mary’s father, Robert D. 

Garden, died in Scotland. Mary had gone to 
Aberdeen to be with him, and after his death, 
stayed on with her mother until she, too, died 
a short time ago. s 

Mary still felt young, alert and vigorous de- 
spite her 72 years—-with a trim, slender figure, 
a twinkling smile, and more than a trace of the 
beauty and charm that had captivated the world. 

When the Foundation of Art in America re- 
cently asked her if she felt equal to making a 
lecture. tour of America this fall, she wel- 
comed it. 

“Certainly 1 can do it,”’ she said. 

She was to lecture on the operatic roles she 
helped make famous—-and the proceeds of the 
tour were to be devoted to aiding music in 
America. Mary believed she had a message for 
the aspiring singers of today. 

“Too many American girls entering opera 
today want to achieve success without hard 
work and good teachers,” she said. - “It is 
impossible.” 

And Mary; ardent, eager Mary, went on with 
her plans for a new career in the land of her 
greatest triumphs——the land in which she was 
already a legend.

ANKY, black-bearded Col. Edwin Laurentine 
Drake drew William (Uncle Billy) Smith 
aside near the general store on the main 
street of the little Pennsylvania lumbering town 
of Tarentum, on Aug. 27, in 1859, and thei: 
converSation changed the course of civilization. 

“Tf understand you've drilled for brine around 
these parts,’ the Colonel said. 

“Now and then,” Uncle Billy answered. 

“I'm looking for a good man to drill for oil 
near Titusville,” the Colonel went on. ‘“‘Would 
you be interested ?”’ “~ 

“IT might,”’ Uncle Billy said. 

That was the beginning of Drake’s Folly. It 
was a folly that outgrew its name, and this 
week end, the world notes (and Titusville cele- 
brates) the 90th Anniversary of the day when 
the bearded Colonel, a railroad conductor turned 
oil prospector, and the grizzled brine seeker, 
turned oil driller, brought in the world’s first 
commercial oil well. 

Colonel Drake stepped down from a stage- 
coach in Titusville, on his momentous visit, in 
the spring of 1858. He had been commissioned 
by the owners of a tract of land to see what he 
could do about getting oil out of it. 

Oil was there, in that region, the owners 
knew, for natives of the section had been 
skimming it from springs, and one enterprising 
businessman had even put some of it up in 
half-pint bottles labeled “Kier’s Rock Oil--A 
Natural Remedy,” for gout, neuralgia and rheu- 
natism., 

still, for a year, Colonel Drake couldn’t pro- 
duce oil commercially. He sank an old-fashioned 
dug well, and it was useless. He tried in vain 
to interest townspeople in a drilling enterprise. 
He believed oil could be brought up on a sound, 
commercial scale from subterraneam depths, but 
success eluded him until he met Uncle Billy 
Smith, 

That was in May, 1859. They went out then 
a mile southeast of Titusville, beside Oil Creek. 
There they drilled. At 36 feet they struck rock 
formations. They kept on, three feet deeper 
each day. The lumbermen said they were fool- 
ish, Even the tract owners lost faith. 

“We aren't stopping anything we've started,” 
Colonel Drake said.

said: “It was wonderful,” But, he 
couldn’t eat supper and that long 
night he twisted on his bed without 
sleeping. 

aul Zinner was never to forget 
the Germany of his youth. He was 
never to forget the children who 
suffered from malnutrition. When 
he was 19 Paul made up his mind 
to leave Germany for good. . Den- 
mark was the first stop—he had 
relatives there. 

Paul was a hard worker. In Denmark he got 
his first experience in the real estate business 
and liked it. But Paul had his eyes set across 
the sea. By 1937 he had saved enough to buy 
passage to America. That year he landed in 
New York—and at first felt lost in the great city, 

Paul rose to meet the challenge. He kept 
telling himself that he had to—an idea was be- 
ginning to take shape in the back of his mind, 
an idea that needed money to put it across. At 
the start, he worked as a food checker in a res- 
taurant. Then it was as office boy in a real 
estate office in the daytime and in a factory at 
night. He worked 16 hours a day. 

In time, the results began to show. 
came a successful real estate salesman, 

Last year, Paul Zinner formed a syndicate 
that bought an apartment project in. Great 
Neck, L. L 

- Then he announced that he was going to put 
$10,000 of his own money into extra facilities 
for his 750 tenants. The $10,000 was going to 
come out of his own pocket and there wasn't 
going to be a cent of profit to himself in the deal. 

When asked why he had decided to do such 
a thing, Zinner replied: 

“I think the time has come for landlords to 
take an active part in creating a community life 
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for their tenants.” 

To back up his words Paul Zinner has already 
set to work, He has spent more than $7,000 so 
far. He has provided three of the six buildings 
in his Long Island project with recreation rooms, 
equipped with television sets, ‘“juke’’ boxes, and 
children’s toys and games. He has started con- 
struction on a completely equipped gymnasium. 
He has arranged with the Fred Astaire studios 
in New York to give free dancing lessons to 
adults and children on the premises. He is 
arranging for music lessons on the same basis. 

He is providing inexpensive baby-sitter serv- 
ices. A free library, a golf driving-cage and a 
brand-new handball court—now being built— 
are among Zinner’s other. presents to his tenants. 

Paul Zinner’s “Make the Tenants Happier 
Program” doesn’t stop there. Always at the 
center of the young landlord's plans are the 
children, Paul Zinner can never forget his own 
childhood in Hamburg after World War I. 

“Children must be made to. feel loved and 
wanted,”’ he says. ‘In a community they can be 
‘somebody.’ In a large city—when their parents 
move every year-—they have no security, they 
have no feeling of belonging. Once landlords

realize they have the opportunity to create happy 
community living conditions their tenants won't 
move, The children will flower.”’ 

Zinner and his Danish-born wife, Judy, have 
two children of their own—Steven, seven, and 
Leslie, two. It is their future as well as his own 
past that fires the 34-year-old landlord. 

“You may call me idealistic,” he told The 

American Weekly. “But this brand of idealism 
works. I want to see happy faces around me. 
If landlords realize that tenants can be made to 
feel like home-owners in apartment dwellings 
they will save money in the long run. Tenants 
will chip in time and effert once they feel they 
are part of a healthy community and that the 
landlord is on their side.” 
_ inner is sure his plan can work anywhere— 
in a big city or a suburb. All you need, he says, 
is a landlord who thinks in communal terms— 
who sees the need to break down the prison.cells 
that so many apartments have become.

the west gun gallery to oversee the mass move- 
ment of the inmates. 

The men were back at their jobs in the shops, 
A few were doing a clean-up job in the kitchen, 
One of the kitchen crew was Marvin Hubbard, 
a ruthless gunman and escape artist. 

The only prisoner out of his cell at large in 
the main cell house was Bernard Coy. 

At 1:40, Hubbard slipped a butcher knife 
under his shirt and walked to the cell house 
door. Officer Miller opened the door and leaned 
over to search him, At that moment Coy slipped 
up behind Miller and slugged him and Hubbard 
struck him from the front. 

Miller went down. Coy and Hubbard 
grabbed his keys — all but one the key that 
opened the door to the recreation yard. That 
was the key they wanted most, but Miller slipped 
it off his person in the struggle, as he was 
tossed into an empty cell. 

Slugging Miller into unconsciousness, the 
two desperadoes raced to the cells of several 
inmates chosen to help them: Joseph Paul Cret- 
zer, deadly shot with a rifle and cold-blooded 
killer; Miran Thompson, murderer, kidnaper, 
and Clarence Carnes, a 19-year-old Oklahoma 
kidnaper and killer. 

With Miller out of the way, Coy and Hub- 
bard opened the door to a utility corridor where 
they secured two threaded pipes, two valve 
parts, and plumber’s pipe pinchers which they 
put together so that the contrivance could be 
used as a bar spreader. 

Coy monkey-climbed the bars that enclosed 
the gun gallery, used the plumbing fixtures to 
spread the bars, squirmed through and sneaked 
to the door behind which Dean Burch, the armed 
officer, was checking ‘‘D” block. 

Coy crouched low so that the officer couldn't 
see him through tne vision panel. From his prone 
position he made .a noise. Burch moved toward 
the door. <As he got close, he 1 
shoulder. Cov rose quickly, pushed the door 
inward: Burch was knocked off 
floored him; they struggled for the weapons. 

Coy grabbed Burch’s necktie and pulled it 
until he was uneonscious. Then he tied the 
officer to an electric conduit, took his .45 revolver 
with 21 rounds of ammunition and a Springfield 
riile with 50 rounds.

Coy, armed with the rifle, ran along the gal- 
lery to the “D” block and compelled Officer 
Cecil D. Corwin, who was unarmed, to open the 
eround floor steel door between the isolation 
quariers and the main prison. 

Cretzer was in a frenzy. He ran from cell 
to cell opening doors and releasing some of the 
prisons worst actors. 

Some ran down the stairs and through the 
door to the main cell house; others waited for 
developments, near the door watcnin 
One who went through and screamed for acitio1 
. was Sam Richard Shockley, serving @ life sen- 
tence for bank robbery and kidnaping. 

The prisoners now had the only weapons 
inside the building. ‘ 

Coy. and Cretzer fumbled with the keys, but 
they couldn’t open the door leading to the yard. 

Cretzer yelled to the others: 

“I can't find the key. Were all fouled up. 
Frisco’s as far away as ever.” 

At this point Steward Briston walked into 
the cell house unaware of what was happening. 
When he got to the end of the corridor he en- 
countered Hubbard and Carnes. Carnes got a 
choke hold on him and put him in the cell with 
Miller and Corwin.

Varden Johnston’s article last»week told 
of his opening interview with Al Capone 
and, for the first time, related many o/ 
his experiences with the infamous gang 
leader during the years he spent on “The 
Rock.” The veteran warden also revealed 
Capone’s true prison character, the argu- 
ments, feuds and fights in which he was 
involved prior to his physical disintegra- 
tion and release from Alcatraz, 


Nine officers were in the prisoners’ hands 
before I learned at 2:30 the exact nature of 
the trouble. I ran to the armory. We telephoned 
the west gallery and when Burch didn’t answer 
I knew that was where the trouble was. At 
that moment, Associate Warden Edward Miller 
came tearing out of the cell house on the dead 
run. His face was black and burned; his eyes 
were half-blindéd; he was panting for breath. 
I thought he had been shot. 

His words tumbled out. 

“Coy is armed. He took two shots at me. 
He’s wearing an officer’s uniform. I threw a 
gas billy at him but it struck a beam, bounced 
back and exploded in my face. He must have 
got the gun gallery weapens.”’ 

I flashed a message to the Coast Guard and 
to San Francisco police that we were in trouhie 
just aS the gunfire began again. We counted our 
available men, We were plenty worried about 
the officers who were held as hostages. 

Quickly we laid a plan. Two 
sent to the trouble area to spray

Leading the assault was Harold P. Stites.

A doctor worked quickly but soon Said:

Lt. Phillip Bergen reached Dean Burch who 
had worked free and crouched on the floor in 
he lery. crawled over to the tele- 
nhone and told me what he could see and what 
he surmised. I told him to stay there, 


ACK in the cells where our men were held 

prisoner, Creizer was in a rage. It Was get- 
ting dark. He realized the break was failing. 
Captain Weinhold told him; 

“You can’t get away with it, Cretzer. You 
can't get to the yard. If you get out there 
somebody would be bound to get ‘hurt. You 
better give up. The siren is sure to be sounded.” 

“You mean somebody will be killed?’ he 
snarled. 

“Probably.” 

“Then you'll be the first to die.” of 

“Well, I can only die once...” As Captain 
Weinhold uttered those words, the siren sounded. 

Cretzer put his revolver between the bars 
and shot Captain Weinhold. As Weinhold col- 
lapsed, Cretzer shot him again and then. shot 
Miller and Corwin who were in the same cell. 
He stepped to the next cell and shot Lieutenant 
Simpson, fired again and hit Baker; fired at 
Sundstrom who fell to the floor unhit: 

The prisoners were in a panic. Shockley and 
Thompson, frantic with fear and excitement, 
urged Cretzer to “Kill them all. Don't leave 
any witnesses.” 

Under the prodding of Shockley and Thomp- 
con, Cretzer took another look in Cell 403. where 
six officers were huddled. Weinhold, Miller and 
Corwin were critically wounded; Burdette and 
Bristow were playing dead—and did for 10 
hours; Lageson had not been hurt, so Cretzer 


shot at his head and he fell to the floor but 
fortunately the bullet only grazed his cheek. 
Cretzer stepped back in front of Cell 402 and 
shot Simpson in the back and Baker in the legs. 


When the other prisoners who had been 
released from isolation cells heard the siren they 
scurried back to their cells—--that is, all except 
Sam Shockley. He was wild. He hated officers. 
He goaded Cretzer to kill them all. 

Thompson slipped back to his cell. Later on, 
Shockley went back to “D’’ block and got into a 
cell with several other men. 

The prisoners now were in desperate straits. 
Their plot for escape had failed. They were 
trapped. But they still had the weapons and 
ammunition. 


Night fell and the prison became relatively 
quiet. However, at 5:30 a. m. Friday, several 
officers went.to the cell block roof and drilled 
holes through which to drop demolition bombs 
down on the concrete cover of a tunnel where 
we figured some of the prisoners were hiding. 

Associate Warden Miller and Marine Warrant 
Officer Charles L. Buckner, who had joined our 
forces along with some other Marines, dropped 
anti-tank shells at intervals, then came down 
and lobbed rifle grenades from outside into “D” 
block, to make sure both spots were covered. 

The network of steam and plumbing pipes, 
ventilators and electric conduits afforded the 
men still holding out a means to swing and 
cumb from one level to another. 


HORTLY after five o’clock that afternoon Offf- 

cer Steere was shot at as he passed a door to 
the “C” utility corridor. That established the 
fact that the bombing from the roof had driven 
the prisoners from the tunnel to the east half of 
the corridor, that they were alive and still had 
arms and ammunition and were Yeady to shoot 
when they sighted an officer. 

Steere and another officer’ opened the door 
part way and called to the men to come gut. 
There was no answer, 

After an interval more bombs were dropped 
from the roof. The explosions shook the build- 
ing. The cell house was shrouded in darkness 
and swirling smoke mixed with escaping steam. 

At 9:00 p.m. we stopped shooting from the 
outside. We reasoned the rioters were nearly 
exhausted, that by morning they might be ready 
for suicide or surrender. I relieved some of the 
officers, many of whom had been on duty and 
under fire since the fighting began. 

We slept that night for the first time. 

Early Saturday We decided to get the men 
still holding out. Two officers opened a utility 
door. The corridor was dark and gloomy and 
it was wet. The bombing had broken some steam 
and salt water lines. The officers could not see 
anybody; they could not hear anything. They 
shouted. There was no reply. They raked the 
corridor with a rifle and shotgun barrage, 

Then three officers went into the corridor, 
Two of them had revolvers. One carried a half- 
mile ray light. They crawled cautiously over 
the muck. When they got well back in a de- 
pressed part where the plans had slipped or 
been moved they saw the body of Coy. The 
rifle was alongside him. Cretzer was a few feet 
behind. The .45 revolver was beside him. Hub- 
bard was farther back in a dark spot. 

A crew of officers carried the bodies out and 
laid them on the floor of the cell house. Coy, 
Cretzer and Hubbard—their bodies were riddled 
with bullets— their infamous lives ended in 
ignominious death. , 

A few months later Shockley and Miran 
Thompson aay: for their part in the attempted 
break and the murder of two guards, They died 
in the gas chamber at San Quentin.
